Governor's Minority Business 
Awards Banquet in Columbus, 
Celeste introduced the minor- 
ity business action plan that he 
would pursue if elected to a 
second term.

for: 

* Creating a mini-loan

He pointed out that, “The Black 
drop-out rate is double the 
drop-out rate of whites even 
though Blacks make-up 1 1% of 
the population in America.” 

“Because (white) teachers 
don't understand Black kids,” 
Moss says, “Black kids are 
three times more likely to be 
placed in classes for the men- 
tally retarded and three times 
more likely to be the recipient 
of suspension, expulsion, or 
corporal punishment.” 

Moss also explained a con- 
cern over the large number of 
white teachers at Black col- 
leges. He said “No one can 
totally understand Black peo- 
ple unless they know the Black 
experience first hand. This lack 
of understanding creates con- 
flict and this conflict creates 
hostility. Hostility leads to sus- 
pension, expulsions and cor- 
poral punishment.” 

He concluded his message 
by urging students not to drop- 
out. “We don't want to lose one 
of you, because we-need you.”

About newly confirmed 
Supreme Court Chief Justice 
Willliam Rehnquist, he said, 
“he might fool us and become a 
great jurist like Hugo Black, 
who at one time was a member 
of the Ku Klux Klan.” 

Jackson was introduced by 
City Council President Jerry 
Hammond, who described him 
as the premiere Black politi- 
cian. Charismatic Jackson 
began his message by compar- 
ing the Reagan administration 
to a negligent life guard. “This

Jackson cited an example of 
the Féderal Communications 
Commission's Minority Broad- 
casting Ownership Policy. 
Since it was enacted, this pol- 


_icy has assisted minorities in 


obtaining ownership of broad- 
castcompanies. “Minority 
ownership is now at an 
astounding two per cent,” 
reported Jackson sarcatically. 
“The FCC successfully petiti- 
oned the Federal Court for an 
opportunity to review the pol- 
icy. And if you don't know what 
they are going to-do with it, | 
have some land under water in 
Florida I'd like to sell you.” 


Texas born Jackson said the 
US Attorney General Edwin 
Meese will turn the clock back. 
The former mayor predicted 
that “we will be back in the 
streets with peaceful demon- 
strations in less than two 
years.” 

Evoking the image of the 
Red Sea closing on the Egyp- 
tian soldiers, Jackson stressed 
that there is no turning back. 
“There is nothing we want to 
go back for except the stability 
of our family.” Jackson, nowa 
Chicago lawyer, explained 
what happened to our family. 
“African slaves were the only 
slaves in history not to be 
accepted as human beings. 
Families were split. Fathers 
sent here; mothers sent there. 
This process is continued in 
the modern welfare system 
which penalizes families when 
the father stays in the home.” 
Jackson continued, “but we 
cannot wallow in the knowl- 
edge that we were mistreated. 
We must act to correct our 
situation.” 

“It’s not fair but it ‘bees’ that 
way sometimes. We must do 
something or do nothing.” 
Jackson concluded, “We must 
use the tools at our disposal: 
the ballot, the buck, and the

The 1986 gubernatorial elec- 
tion is one in which, we believe, 
Blacks cannot lose; the records 
of both candidates reflect asen- 
sitivity to the political, social, and 
economic needs of Black 
Ohioans. Yet, we feel a compul- 
sion to give our readers our stu- 
died opinion of which candidate 
we believe will best lead Black 
Ohio -- and Ohioans in general 
--into the future. It is for this rea- 
son that we are supporting Gov. 
Richard F. Celeste over former 
Gov. James A. Rhodes. 

In 1978, when Celeste first ran 
against Rhodes, he was an 
unknown commodity against a 
man who had been a legend, 
even in the Black communities of 
the state.

on a governor's senior staff. 

Were Rhodes running against 
most other Democrats, we could 
make a strong case in behalf of 
Black voters casting their votes 
in large numbers for him. How- 
ever, just as 1978 is not 1986, we 
believe that the best choice in 
1986 is not the man whom we 
endorsed in 1978. The best cho- 
ice this year is Dick Celeste. 

In 1982, when he received the 
endorsement of The Call and

would improve the state’s record 
of awarding contracts to minor- 
ity business enterprises; he 
would vigorously enforce the 
state’s laws against discrimina- 
tion; he would fight for benefits 
for the state’s welfare recipients.

Aside from the Governor's 
race, there are several other can- 
didates whom we feel the electo- 
rate should support. 

Senator John Glenn has dem- 
onstrated over the years his con- 
cern for this community, and can 
always be counted on to cast his 
vote favorably. We should return 
him to the Senate this year in 
order to allow him to continue his 
fine work there. 

Attorney General Anthony 
Celebreeze, Jr. has successfully 
turned his office into one which 
\vigorously pursues the criminal 
element in our state, while at the 
same time protecting the rights 
of consumers and the general 
citizenry of the State. We 
strongly recommend that you re- 
elect him on November 4. 

Thomas Ferguson has per- 
formed admirably as Auditor of 
State for 11 years. He has 
brought the bookkeeping and 
records of the State into the 20th 
Century. Computerization, 
under his tenure, has eliminated

the past; and any election is not 
just a recapitulation of the past 
but a referendum on the future. 
In that respect, we believe that 
Gov.

Rhodes has been touting his 
running mate, Robert Taft ll, as 
one whovwill be a key advisor to 
him and almost a “co-governor”. 
Yet we question the Taft record 
of support for minority busi- 
nesses and minority concerns in 
general. We have seen nothing 
that would identify Taft as having 
expressed the political and per- 
sonal commitment to equality 
that Jim Rhodes has demon- 
strated over the years. 

In 1978, we believed that the 
team of James A. Rhodes and 
George Voinovich was better for 
the citizens of Ohio. But we ques- 
tion whether the solutions of 
1978 will answer the questions of 
1986 and 1990. We are convinced 
that Richard F. Celeste will better 
bring the state into the future, 
and we urge Black voters to sup- 
port his bid for re-election.’

Nation not serious about drug problem 


In reference to the recent CBS 
Special, Forty-eight Hours on 
Crack Street, the bigots long ago 
realized that Black people who are 
bombed out of their minds on 
drugs cannot compete, and there- 
fore, cannot pose a threat to white 
supremacy.

Eureopean immigrants who came 
to America penniless, earned mil- 
lions by introducing prostitution 
and illegally-produced liquor into 
God-fearing, Black communities.

According to my mother and my 
late grandmother, in Georgia at 
least, this indifference was to be 
expected because the crime trail 
led straight to the top! Sheriff

irons numerous white officials 

0 profitted from these lucrative, 

yet illegal enterprises. Unem- 
ployment has always been a 
scourge among Black people, and 
with the chances of being caught 
so slim, many Blacks also became 
accomplices. 

Those “huddled masses’ from 
Europe were cold-blooded, yet 
they were wise enough to use their 
blood money to buy into legitimate 
businesses. By the 1950's, their 
college-educated descendents 
were sitting in the safety and com- 
fort of their suburban homes, pass- 
ing judgement on the “depravity 
and immorality of THOSE people.” 
Of course, “those people” referred 
to Blacks. ‘ 

The pious whites who judged us, 
didn't care that their delicious 
lifestyle had been paid for through 
the systematic destruction of the 
Black community. It was only 
when alcoholism became a prob- 
lem to whites, did the “Elliott Ness 
types” begin to crack down on 
bathtub gin! ; 

In Qhio, where | grew up in the 
1950's, most Black people had 
never heard of narcotics. The few 
who had, called Marijuana, "those 
funny cigarettes, and only “the 
lowest of the low" ever smoked 
them. In the 1960's, the new mind 
control substance was heroin 
With unlimited funds to invest, and 
a well-organized crime’machine to 
import and distribute all manner of 
hard-core drugs, white people 
laughed as the Black community 
crumbled under an avalanche of 
dope. 

They deliberately routed subur- 
ban buses through Harlem during 
the 1960's, even though the buses 
made no stops there. The West- 
side or Eastside Highways could 
just as well have been used.

Now that a sea of drugs is flood- 
ing the Scottsdale of America, the 
Riverdales, the Scarsdales, and 
many other all-white “deals” with 
the manicured lawns, | note that 
laughter has stopped! Suddenly, 
narcotics are a national emer- 
gency. 

Despite all of the hysteria and 
hype, however, the nation still is 
not serious about drugs. America 
will never be drug-free until politi- 
cians and the powerful, white 
news media are willing to put their 
money where their mouth is! The 
fact that Mr. Reagan is sending 
one lousy AWACS plane to patrol 
3,000 miles of border, at best, is 
political year grandstanding. At 
worse, it is a cruel hoax upon all 
Americans.

Similarly, as individuals, we 
should understand that we 
can't just give the problem 
away to a relief agency, or to 
the government, or to the 
church. These organizations 
require continuous public 
awareness and support. So 
vote. Write your representa- 
tives. When you give money to 
a group, let them know that 
you are paying attention to 
how it is used. 

Finally, there are many 
groups (IFAD, Oxfam and 
Save The Children, to name a 
few) who are doing valuable, 
effective work in long-term 
development assistance to the 
Third World. There are good 
bills in Congress that can go 
far toward eliminating poverty 
and hunger. These things 
succeed when there is signifi- 
cant popular support behind 
them. You and | can provide 
that. 

The Presidential Commis- 
sion on World Hunger of 1980 
concluded that “...the persist- 
ence of hunger reflects a lack 
of political will to eliminate its 
causes.” Where does political 
will come from? It comes from 
you and me. If we provide 
what is missing, we will see 
the end of the persistence of 
hunger and starvation - and 
we can see it in our lifetime.

The ranks of Black elected 
officials increased by 6.1 per- 
cent in 1985, the Joint Center 
for Political Studies, a Black- 
run think tank in Washington, 
D.C., said recently. The raw 
number rose from 6,056 to 
6,424, spread fairly evenly 
across the nation. 


Ohio mirrored that national 
growth, rising from 196 Black 
elected officials to 209, a ret 
gain of 6.5 percent. 


According to the Center, 


growth was distributed across 
the country and in all catego- 
ries of office. In addition, 102 
Blacks were elected in jurisdic- 
tions where no Black American 
had ever held elective office. 
Among the major triumphs 
were the election of L. Douglas 
Wilder as the first Black lieut- 
enant governor in Virginia, and 
Alyce Clarke as the first Black 
woman ever elected to the Mis- 
sissippi state legislature. 


In Ohio, a seat which was 


formerly held by a Black 
Republican was returned, after 
a 12-year hiatus, into the hands 
of a Black when Tom Roberts 
was sworn in to replace 
Edward Orlett as a member of 
the Ohio General Assembly. 


Orlett, who defeated Black 
Republican David Albritton in 
1973, resigned his post after 
winning election as Daytn 
Clerk of Courts. 


Roberts’ appointment raised 
the number of Blacks in the 


state legislature to 13, the 
highest figure evr. Blacks now 
make up 9.9 percent of the 132- 
member General Assembly. - 


The distribution of Black 
elected officials nationwide 
roughly parallels the distribu- 
tion of the Black population. 
The South has 53 percent of 
the nation’s Black population 
and 63.8 percent of all Black 
elected officials. The North 


Central region, in which Ohio 
is located, has 19.8 percent of 


the nation’s Black population 
and 19.6 of all Black elected 
officials. The Northwest, with 
18.5 percent Black population, 
has 10.9 percent elected offi- 
cials, and the West, with 8.9 
percent, has 5.7 percent of the 
Black elected officials. 
Despite the gains, Blacks 
still hold fewer than 1.5 percent 
ofall elective offices in the Uni- 
ted States, while constituting 
almost 11 percent of the total 
voting-age population. 
Moreover, the rate of growth in,

officials has slowed dramati- 
cally since 1976. Between 1970 
and 1976, the average rate of 
growth was 18.2 percent; since 
1976, it has averaged only 4.9 
percent.

As every politician knows, 
the polls are often fickle ora- 
cles, shifted by the weight of a 
newspaper article oran 
unchecked word on the part of 
a candidate. In addition, the 
politicians are quick to note, 
the polis don’t count; “the only 
poll that matters,” most are 
quick to declare, “is the one on 
election day.” 

Yet as the Nov. 4 election 
nears, the folks most often 
whistling are Democrats and 
those singing the blues are 
Republicans.

for the four-time former 
governor. 

One factor which makes the 
polls seem somewhat accurate 
is the steadiness, over the past 
several weeks, of Rhodes’ voter 
support. All of the polls which 
have been taken in the past two 
months show Rhodes receiv- 
ing the support of around 42 
percent of the electorate. 

The commanding position in 
the polls must be a sweet feel- 
ing for Celeste, who, it had 
been suspected, would be 
fighting ‘for his political life as 
he battled against charges of 
ethical improprieties, based on 
the Home State Bank failure 


and the indictment of several 
key Celestials, including Black 
cabinet member James 
Rogers. 

Rhodes, in fact, has made 
ethics his major issue.’ How- 
ever, the issue appears to have 
backfired on Rhodes; despite 
his incessant hammering on 
the question of Celeste’s 
ethics, the polls show that 
voters place Celeste and 
Rhodes on the same ethical 
level. What appears to be the 
major issue in the support of 
Celeste among many voters is 
Rhodes’ age (77). 

In the other major statewide 
races, Republican challengers 
are running against incumbent 
Democrats who have held 
their seats for several years. 
Indeed, Democrats have held 
all but one of the other state- 
wide elective administrative 
offices--attorney general, aud- 
itor, treasurer -- for 16 years, 
since the 1970 sweep when 
John J. Gilligan and“sé¥eral 
other officeholders were 
elected in the wake of the Crof- 
ters’ loan scandal. The other 
office, secretary of state, has 


been in the hands of Demo-' 


crats since 1978. 

According to the polls, 
Democratic incumbents hold 
commanding leads in three of

The editor reminded the 
group of entrepreneurs that 
Black Americans and people 
who care about equal rights 
for all are under assault from 
various sectors within the 
nation.

The battle over the Supreme 
Court appears to be the hottest 
struggle facing voters on elec- 
tion day.

Celebrezze had already been 
targeted for defeat by Republi- 
can forces, who argued that 
several of his decisions, pay- 
tisulgfly in the area of workers’ 
compensation, have been 
titled toward workers and 
against management. The 
state’s bar has also waged war 
against Celebreeze, charging 
him with “politicizing” the 
court and the administration 
of justice in the state. 

In 1982, the year of the 
Democratic landslide, Demo- 
crats had a 6-1 edge on the 
Supreme Court.
